SAN FRANCISCO AROUSED. 


The citizens of San Frauoitoo are aroused 


by the decision of Judge Mnrpby of the 
Superior Court in faror of the gang of 
thieves and corrnptionista who have been 
plundering the tax payers and polluting 
the ballot box. A mass meeting o< busi- 
ness men and reputable citizens was held 
at Metropolitan Hall, Friday evening, at 
which over one hundred prominent citizens 
acted as Vice Presidents. 
Speeches wtre 


made denouncing Judge Murpbj and the 
political corrnplioniats generally and the 
following resolutions were adopted. 


"That no honost man has anything to 


{ear from the Grand Jury, and that past 
proof of its grand character lios in the (act 
that all the political piratea and their cor 
rnpt creatures and dishonest public offic 
ials are its outspoken opponents. 


"That considering the degraded condi- 


tion of public affairs in tha city and State, 
the low tone of political morality, the fixing 
of juries and courts, the biibing of Super- 
visors and Legislators and the debauching 
of public servants, obeying the behests of 
irresponsible, so-called bosses, we hail any 
remedy, however drastic, us a necessity. 


"That we denounce the conduct 
ol 


Judge D. J. Murphy as contrary to law 
and a betrayal of the people, and we pro 
claim to the world that by his decision he 
has arranged himself on the side of the 
corrupt element in the community in the 
battle for honest government, which'has 
now only begun, and which will never 
csaae nntii our whole body politic is purged 
of the evil that affects it." 


Those resolutiona, adopted at a mass 


meeting of the tax payers and respectable 
citizens) of San Francisco, indicates tha 
condition of public affairs aud the senti 
ment of the public regarding the corrup 
tion which exists, not only in the city gov 
ernment and the State Legislature. 
f 


Grand Jury composed of reputable and re 
sponsible men, sworn to diligently inquin 
into every infraction of the laws, subpente] 
several of the persons suspected of being 
implicated in the general corruption which 
ia known to exist to appear and testify 
Instead of obeying the order ol the jury 
as honest men would not hesitate to do 
they question its legality, and an associate 
Judge of the court which impanneled the 
jury releases them from all responsibility 
for ignoring the subpenses of the jury. 
This implied, and the citizens have so con- 
strued it that at least one of the Judges of 
the Superior Court of San Francisco is in 
league with the bribe-givers and bribe- 
takers and oorrnptionists of the oily. 


This is worse than anything in the line 


of political corruption that baa ever oc- 
curred in Nevada, at least since Territorial 
days. 
The courts of this State have been 


singularly free from corporations and boss 
control. 
Though a few men have been 


charged with controlling Legislatures and 
•virtually framing the laws of ths State, it 
has never been charged that the bosses 
even attempted to influence the decisions 
ol the courts. 


What thfi final result of the feeling now 


existing in San Francisco will be, remains 
to be seen. The people are aroused and 
fully aware of the necessity which exists 
for purifying the city government aucl the 
Legislature and releasing the masses from 
the yoke of the bosses. 


TDK BOARD OP ASSESSORS. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


Home and Abroad. 


It is now stated that the Board of As- 


sessors and Equalization haa not assessed 
the rolling stock of railroads in Nevada. 
The assessed value of this class of property 
last year amounted to about a million dol- 
lars. 
If this is included in the valuation 


of $14.000 per mile placed on the Central 
Pacific Railroad, the increased valuation ol 
that road will not exceed $075,000, and as 
there kas been a reduction of about fifteen 
per cent, ia the State rate of taxation the 
actual tax on the road this rear will be lit 
tie if any more than it was last year. 
ilt is rumored iu Caraon that a majority 
ol the Board advocate a horizontal raise of 
thirty per cent, on individual property in 
the several counties. 
The Governor not 


State Controller are said to be opposed to 
an increase of more than fifteen per cent 
on individual property, but the; are antng 
onized by the other members. 


This rumor may be nothing more tbau 


idle talk, and a week or two more will de 
termine whether it is or not. 
If it should 


be founded on fact, aud the valuation o 
the railroads is increased only fifteen pei 
cent, while that of the property of private 
individuals is increased thirty per cent., i 
will show that those who engineered the 
bill through the Legislature knew wlm 
they were about. 


The Sealing Schooner*

SIN FBANCISOO, October 3.—The Healing 


schooner Edward E, Webster, Captain Mo- 
Lean, arlived in port to-day after an ab- 
sence of seven months. 
Acooiding to the 


story told by some of her sailors, the Web- 
ster was joined off Copper Island on July 
14th by the schooner Hamilton Lewis, 
commanded by a brother of Captain Mc- 
Lean, and a joint raid was made on the 
rookeries. The Bailors killed a large num- 
ber of seals, when the Russian authorities 
opened fire on them, firing volley after vol- 
ley. 
The Captain of the Webster never- 


theless ordered his crew out again the next 
day, and when they refused to go some of 
them were put in irons and fed on bread 
and water for a number of days. The 
sailors allege that they received barsh 
treatment during the whole homeward trip. 
The mate of the vessel says the schooner 
was not warned against enteiing Bebring 
Sea, but the men state that the schooner 
Lily L. was spoken June 30th, and that she 
announced that she had been ordered out 
of the sea by a revenue cutter. 
Captain 


McLean declared, so tho sailors say, that 
he would enter the sea despite the revenue 
vessels.

commodation, three of these notes were 
given and others were given amounting to 
$50,000 in all. The Standifords got the 
money on these notes.

hese notes are compelled to pay them.it 
may ruin them.

This will make the Standifords' liabili- 


ties over $200,000.

A minority report, which is signed 
by John A. McClernand, states that polyg- 
amous marriages in Utah have decreased 
to a point of virtual cessation and recom- 
mends that the unreserved and unappro- 
priated lands of the United States lying in 
the naturally arid States aud Territories 
should be ceded to them under proper 
stipulations.

Then follows the strug- 
gle for existence, and a severe one it 
usually is. 


We cauuot give all these children 


homes in the country, we cannot give 
them all even an outing there; but we 
can give them playgrounds in the city; a 
very little plot here and there will do. 
We have reserved great parks and 
squares which we permit them to look 
at and sometimes to venture on. But 
AS playgrounds these are practically use- 
less; they are accessible to comparative- 
ly few. A vacant building lot in the 
proper district is far mere to the pur- 
pose. Happy ia the boy who lives near 
one! Notice the evidences of constant 
use it shows, the small baseball "dia- 
mond" clearly outlined, every smooth 
place pitted with marble holes. 


What better investment could our 


cities make than to purchase small plots 
like this at intervals throughout the city, 
tear down the buildings, fill up the cel- 
lars, and leave them, with no forbidding 
sign, open to tho children. Their little 
feet would soon grade and harden the 
ground. In giving the nation's future 
workers such an opportunity to lay the 
foundation for stronger and healthier 
bodies and brighter wits the city would 
reap abundant interest on the capital in- 
vested.—Frank M. Chapman in St. Nich- 
olas.
